AN EARLY HISTORY OF THE AREA

Salmon could be caught in the Black Creek and Humber River when the 
first Europeon , Etienne Brule , made his way down by the Toronto 
Carrying Place to Lake Ontario in the early 1600s . The sites of the 
Native People's villages can be seen on the map . 


The first settlers in the area were mainly Pennsylvania Ger- 
mans who were soldiers attached to Governor Simcoe's forces .The 
first pioneers had the job of clearing the massive forest 0 
create farms and roads . The community at Jane and Steels became 
known as Kaiserville where the Dalziel and Stong Families owned 


the farms . The Fisher and Stong property went east to the fourth 


Concession Road ( Keele Street) , as did that of other Stong family 
members and Snider family member s who lived on what is now the 
east side of Jane Street at Finch Avenue . The first log school was 


'erected in1830 on Jacob Stong's north -west corner of Finch and Keele, 


with a frame one replacing it there before a brick one was finally 
built in 1873 on the other side of Keele Street . A family of Duncans 
settled on the lots on the west side of Jane Street where the subd- 
division surrounding Stanley Road School was to be built over one 
hundred years later . The Duncan's children must have found that the 
school houses built at Wilson and Keele (Downsview) were as far away 
as the other ones built at Elia .The first Downsview School was built 
in 1828 , and later one on the north-east corner in 1854 . At times 
the Downsview church was used as a school building . 


Later residents in the area of Jane- Wilson or Sheppard 
and Jane found the schools to be also far away . The children of 
Jethro and Audrey CRANG , living on the north-west. corner of Jane 
and Wilson had to attend Maple Leaf School , built about 75 years 
ago . The CRANG farm's land was to be the site of the Crang Plaza 
(now the Sheridan Mall ) , and the Oakdale Acres subdivision 
where Yvonne School is located . Students who had to make their way 
southward ongJane Street often found the road impassable in the 
1940s , but never cut across other farmer's fields to shorten the 
distance to get to Maple Leaf School . They were good neighbours .

MEMORIES OF STANLEY ROAD SCHOOL 
1961-64 
By First Principal John Connell 


To a first year principal in a new school, in the middle of a rapid- 
ly growing area, Stanley Road School was certainly a most memorable 
challenge: 


During the school year prior to its official opening in 1961, the 
Stanley staff and students shared the new Daystrom School with 
another staff and student body, complete with all of the problems 
related to school yard mud and four daily bus runs. 


At the end of our first year (1962), one-third of our students trans- 
ferred to the new Stilecroft School, only to be replaced by another 
group of students who were transported by bus from a different local 
subdivision, 


At the end of our second year (1963), over one-half of our student 
population transferred to two new schools - Gosford and Spenvalley, 
again replaced by more bus students. 


At the end of our third year (1964), the "bus kids" were transferred 
to two other new schools - Derrydown and Topcliff. 


During the first four years, Stanley Road School served as a combina- 
tion of educational facility, community centre and bus terminal: 
However, in spite of the many challenges of the early years related 
to rapid growth and continual change, I will always treasure the fond 
memories of my associations with the students, parents and staff of 
Stanley Road School. Because of their understanding, patience, 
interest and co-operation, we were able to provide a sound basic 
education for the students and develop a dynamic school spirit which 
has inspired thousands of students throughout later years.

What are the things I remember while Principal of Stanley 
Road School from 1964-66 - 


They were the days that there were no apartments, no high 
rises and no shopping plazas, just the vista of the golf club to the 
south. Recesses were times that we had to literally search the 
bushes around the school to be certain that students were in after 
recess. St. James Separate School was not built. To the north west 
was only the site for Oakdale Junior High. The closest school was 
SpenValley Public School. It may surprise you to know that the 
Principal at that time was Karl Kinzinger, who is now your current 
Director. 


We tend to remember people more than things. One of the 
most interesting people on the staff was Bob Nichols, our Head 
Caretaker, who came to school on horseback as the area was so 
inaccessible from the north. Many of us remember Bob, who was the 
salt of the earth. 


The staff at that time were very young, with an average age 
of 25 with two year's experience. The school sizzled with 
excitement and there was an atmosphere of growth and vibrancy that 
is difficult to match today. | 





In spite of the many challenges that are facing the new 
communities, I look back at the privilege of being able to 
contribute to the development of 8 new community which is typical of 
Toronto and Canada.

The two years I had the honour of being Principal of Stanley Public 
School were among my most memorable! 


The recently completed open area classroom wing, second gym and

From teacher in 1961 - 1963 to return as principal ten years later - 
a very special and unforgettable experience: 


In those early years as teacher, I recall the fleet of buses, the 
dusty gravel roads, the open fields of grass and hay, the large 
stands of bush and the scattered beginnings of suburbia gradually 
overtaking the rural scene. 


During my seven years as principal, the school, like so many 

others, was confronted with rapidly developing new changes and even 
the unexpected, such as a declining population of both students 

and staff (850 students to 350 students and 2.5 teachers per year); 
the introduction of the St. Camilla Separate School with the discov- 
ery that we could co-exist very well; and the unexpected fire that 
totally destroyed the library but because of a committed and 
energetic staff was rebuilt and restocked in less than a year. 


Of course all who were on staff during those years will recall the 


outstanding annual music and drama presentations that became tradition 
for the community and just one shining example of staff dedication to 


quality. 


I carry many fond memories of students, parents and staff with whom 
I was privileged to associate, and am honoured to be part of the 

spirit and tradition of Stanley Road School dedicated and committed 
to quality education.
